. The Damron case will gotothe jury to- 
| day, and the question as to whether or not 
the “‘Hon,” James forged the name of E. 
T. Wrighttoa pote for #110, which was 
discounted at the Southern California 
National Bank on the 14th of July last, will 
be taken under consideration by the twelve 
men who are to decide upon his guilt or 
innocence, 

Yesterday the defense concluded the in- 
troduction of testimany, as did also the 
prosecution in rebuttal. All told, fourteen 
witnesses were examined, thirteen not in- 
cluding the defeudaut himself. 

Daiwron was placed upon the stand just 
before the noon recess in his own behalf. 
He proceeded to give a detailed explana- 
tion of his connection with the note, which 
is in substance what be has before-repeated 
in the lower courts, with the possible ex- 
ception that he endeavored to shoulder the 
responsibility for the spurious signature 
upon Chadwick to a greater degree than he 
has ever done before. 

His story, taken as a whole, was decid- 
edly “‘fishy.””’ What effect it had upon the 
jury remains to be seen. His wife and one 
of his children were in the court-rvom dur- 
ing the afternoun., 

Damron’s cross-examination by Deputy

THE CHANGES RECOMMENDED 


Weekly Meeting of the Board of Po- 
lica Commissioners—Resignation 
of Two Officers Accepted— 

Routine -Business, . 


Vision and amendment of the city charter 
met in the office of the City Attorney yes- 
terday morning for the purpose of closing 
up the business and formulating a report 
to be submitted at the meeting of the Coun- 
cil Mouday. Councilman Shafer, chair- 
man of the committea, presided, and there 
were present Councilmen Frankenfield, 
Brown aud Wirsching, besides Police Cum- 
missioner Collins, who acted as secretary. 
The whole matter was gone over carefully, 
and discussed at considerable length. Tne 
matter of the various official bonds was 
Considered, but it was finally agreed to al- 
low them to, remiin as at present, 
The various points tobe embodied ir the 
report were agreed upon, and Cnairmau 
Suafer was authorized to put them in sha . 
which he did duriig tue afternoon. The 
following is a cupy of the report: 

Los ANGELES, Nov. 12, 1890, 

To the Honoruble Council of thre City of 
Los Angeles —GuxtTLEMEN: Your Cum- 
mittee on Cnarier Revision nave the honur 
to herewith submit the following report, 
hoping that it may receive your favorable 
consideration 

We find that the office of City Assessor 
Costs $1V,000 to 312,000 annually, ‘Te 
Save this large expenditure, we recommend 
that the office be aboiished. and that the 
County Assessor’s valuvs be actepted by 
the city. ‘To guard against excessively low 
valdation, that portion of paragraph 11 of 
section % Which provides that the tax ievied 
for any one year, for municipal purpuses, 
shali not exceed $1 on e..cu $100, be stricken 
out, However, we believe that $1 on each 
$100 will be found sufficient at’ all times 
4 reasouabie vVuiuation is placed on 
pruperty. 

This change might lead to abuse, but the 
danger 13 so remote and the saving so large 
that we wake the recommendation. 

The office of City Treasurer is a sinecure, 
and should be abuiished. We would also 
dispense with a City ‘Tax Coliector by 
allowing our County Tax Collector to 
collect our taxes, ttius subserving tue pub- 
lic Convenience and the public interests by 
Saving to the city not less than S8v0U a year.

WATER POWER FOR FACTORIES 


How the Los Angeles River Might 
Be Utilized —-A Submerged * 
Dam-—The Waste Good 
for Irrigation. 


Right through the city of Los Ange- 
les runs the Los Angeles River, 100 
feet wide by 106 deep, more or less. 


“Above and below the bottom of this 


river there flows southward into the 
Pacific a vast volume of water daily. 
There is in sight today, and has been 
every day for the last six summers, 
enough water, properly managed, for 
1000-horse power, or enough to irrigate 
10,000 acres of.land. This 1 may show 
further on. But bow much is there be- 
low the sight, filling the broad, deep 
gravel bed from its very bottom to the 
same. level as the water in sight? 
There is, [ am persuaded, all the water 
Los Angeles needs for manutacturing 
power, and sufficient to irrigate a wide 
strip of land between the city and the 
sea. Suppose we estimate the gravel 
in the river to be thirty feet deep by 100 
feet wide, and allow that one-third ot 
this is water, we have a flume ot water 
thirty-three and one-third feet wide by 
ten in depth. Thisis surely a fair es- 
timate. But suppose we divide this by 
two, and we sbali still have an ample 
supply for the purposes we have indl- 
cated. 

To utilize this water we shall need 
first a submerged dam, properly buiit 
of substantial masonay, arched toward 
the current and put down to bed-rock- 
or a solid clay bottom in order to brfng 
all the water uptothe surface. for 
this dam we shall need a rightidocation 
where such a foundation can be had, 
and where the conditions are other- 
wise favorable. At no place, perhaps, 
canthe requirements be met better 
than near Buena Vista-street bridge. 
The riveria warrower at this point, 
and if there is pot a rock bottom the 
bauks incline at an angle indicating 
@® solid bottom atno great distance 
down; and the same is indicated by 
the greater quantity of waterin sight 
here. There is certainly no point below 
this in anyway suitable. 

- Having raised the water to the de- 
sired level we shall next require a-suf- 
fic:ent amount of falli—the more the 
better—for mechanical power. For 
some distance the course of the flume 
would necessarily be along the river, 
but itis a strange fact favorable to 
our purpose that the line of most

\s to the uses to which these power 
plants may be applied the following 
will commend themselves: The city 
may, with profit, employ one for its 
own electric light system. We need, 
here, a power plant where room and 
power may be rented tor light manu- 
facturing. Then there are plenty of 
industries for which the raw materials 
are here. Flour mills, feed mills, 
paper mills, woolen mills, willow-ware 
works, nachine shops and foundries, 
planing wills, furniture factories, etc., 
etc. Withcheap power we may, in 
fact, have nearly all industries found 
in other cities, and such enterprises 
Will give us a future we shall never at- 
tain without them. A great and pros- 

erous City, such as we hope this will 

ecome, Must have employment for its 
masses. They cannot jive on climate. 

But we have other uses for this 
water after it has served as power. 
Fortunately this will rob it of none 
of its virtue for irrigation. Fue} 
power pollutes the air in its produec- 
tion, and ceases with the steam vapor. 


But water is a purifier as well as a 


power, and the fact that it has earned 
for the city good interest upon the in- 
vestment will not effect its value to 


the soil, nor its service for earning in- 


terest upon interest. It may still 
serve both the city and the country.
